To the Grand Jury empanelled at the 
January term of the Second Judicial 
District Court, in and for Washoe 
County, A. D. 1880: 

Your committee appointed to examine 
and report the condition of the books of 
the several county and township officers 
respectfully report: 

That they have had the matters sub- 
mitted to them under consideration and 
in so far as it was possible in the lim- 
ited time allowed, have examined and 
criticised the work of ten men for the 
year just passed. 

It is with great diffidence that your 
committee place the result of their work 
upon record, knowing that they must 
be measured by the exhaustive reports 
that have preceded this and filled the 
public mind to the exclusion of simple 
matters of fact, such as we have to effer. 

Our researc!.es develop the fact that 
we have an exceptionally good average 
of county officials. 

The Fee Books and all Books of Reo- 
ord of both the Sheriff and County Clerk 
are neatly kept. The Clerk however is 
hardly as particular as he should have 
been in itemizing his charges. The law 
evidently contemplates that each charge 
shall contain but one specified service. 

We find that certain charges, the le- 
gality of which have been questioned, 
are held in abeyance for the decision of 
Judge King, in an agreed case, now 
pending before him in the Court. 

The books of the County Auditor and 
Treasurer are correctly and carefully 
kept. The Treasurer being a salaried 
officer there can be no complaint of over- 
charge against him. 

The Auditors Fee Book, like the 
Clerk’s, is not as specific as the law con- 
templates. 

It is in the opinion of your committee 
thatin all cases the folies should be 


specified. 
COUNTY COMMISSIONERS. 


Undoubtedly upon the shoulders of 
these three men rests a heavy responsi- 
bility. They find themselves much in 
the same position as your committee, 
called upon to.listen to and endorse a 
dozen constructions of the same law, 
each supported by an array of what pur- 
ports to be facts, with no sufficient time 
to test their truth or falsity, and a press- 
ing necessity for immediate action. It 
is no matter of surprise that they fall 
into many errors. Your committee 
think they have fallen into some, for 
which there is no excuse. 

Your committee cite as a case in 
point the letting of a contract to do the 
county printing at $800 for the year 
1879. The fact that there was no com- 
petition cuts no figure in the face of the 
facts that the bid was an extortion and 
the combination that shuts off competi- 
tion, a fraud on the county. 

Again, in the opinion of your com- 
mittee the letting of the contract for 
building the Wadsworth bridge to a for-

Sheriffs and Constables are required 
under the law, when they witness a pub- 
lic oflense or have knowledge of such 
an offense having been committed, to 
arrest the parties so offending without 
the formality of a warrant. Your com- 
mittee find upon investigation that it 
has been the custom, when such arrests 
have been made, and party lodged iu 
jail, subsequently a warrant for their 
arrest was procured, thereby entailing 
an additional expense of two dollars and 
fifty cents in each of said cases. The 
arrest having been made there is no oc- 
casion for the issuance of a warrant. 


JUSTIC*S. 


In an examination of Justice Young's 

books we find uniform charges of 

three dollars for swearing a jury of 

twelve men. As his Fee Bill fixes no 

charges for this service, other than that 

of twenty-five cents for administering 

an oath, this charge is in our opinion 

an overcharge of two dollars and 

seventy-five cents in each and every 

case. 

In swearing jurors to answer ques- 

tions, the same rule is adopted, making 

the empanelling of a jury for the trial 

of some poor miserable Dead Beat, a 

work of stupendous proportions, if 

measured by its actual cost to the 

county. 

Your committee find no authority of 

law for the charge of one dollar or any 

other sum for commitment. 

Your committee can understand that 

im a case where one attorney makes a 

motion for a nonsuit, and on that mo- 

tion an order is made granting the same, 

both become matters of record, and 

that the Clerk or Justice is entitled by 

law to the fee fixed by 

law; but we cannot understand how 

motions and orders not affecting the 
case on trial, or of not sufficient impor- 

tance to be made matters of record, can 

possibly be entitled to payment. If our 
judgment be correct in this matter, both 
County Clerk and Justice are open for 
the same criticism. 

The attention of your committee has 

been called to the fee bill in civil cases 
and an examination of the charges 
made by the Clerk, Sheriff and Justice, 

shows that some of the charges made 
have been questioned. The opinion of; 
your committee is, that charges criti- 
cised in criminal cases are equally criti- 
cised in civil cases. In other words 
there is but one rule of construction sp- 
plicable alike to both cases. Your com- 
mittee are of the opinion that the ambi- 
guity of law touching fee bills as claimed 
by many, has not that foundation in 
fact, which has been accorded it, for on 
reference to Sec. 16, of an ‘‘Act to regu- 
late fees and compensation for official 
and other services, on page 79, Comp. 
Laws, Vol. 2, says: No other fees shall 
be charged than those specially set 
forth herein, nor shall fees be charged 
for any other services than those men- 
tioned in this Act. Hence, it follows 
that the fees for all officers set forth in 
said Act are conclusive. No other fees 
than those therein mentioned being 
proper charges, unless they have been 
modified by subsequent laws. Your 


and have referred to the same by page 
and section in their report herewith, 
which, to the mind of your committee, 
are conclusive and fully warrant them 
in the conclusions to which they have 
arrived and think would be satisfactory 
to all others, were they not inclined to 
give a farfetched and forced construc- 
tion. 

Your committee, after procuring from 
the Auditor a statement of the funds on 
hand, proceeded to count the same, and 
found them to correspond, less warrants 
redeemed, and on hand as money.
